ists, the Health League of Canada 
advises there are many common 
summer hazards, which could be 
termed “Summer Gremlins,” and 
which too often are forgotten or over- 
looked. : 

The League's Industrial Division, 
in one of its payroll pamphiet in- 
serts, admonishes: , ; 

“Enjoy yourself this summer, 

But watch what you're about; 

The ‘Gremlins’ sure will get you 

If you don’t watch out!” 

Stating that vacation-time should 
be a period of relaxation, re-cupera- 
tion and restoration, the League ad- 
vises vacationists to take it easy-—/|¥ 
enjoy the warm days—but watch out 
for “Summer Gremlins”—a name 
that could be applied to the common 
hazards that all too frequently rob 
them of ‘needed pleasure and change. 

For instance, sunshine, taken in 
proper doses, improves health, Sun 
baths should be brief at first—just 
10 minutes the first day, 15 the sec- 
ond and so on, Remember, it takes 16 
days to safely sun-tan a child, Burhs 
should be treated like burns from any 
other source. 

Steer clear of the plant with three 
shiny dark green leaves—poison ivy. 
Those who become exposed should 
lather their bodies with good soap 
suds, rinse and repeat. This washes 
away the oil, forestalling or minimiz- 
ing irritation, Soothing, protective 
lotions and hot compresses aire stan- 
dard treatment. 

Chances should not be taken with 
impure water or with unpasteurized 
milk. Impure water should be brought 
to a boil before it is used or it can 
be purified by chlorination, 

Milk can be pasteurized by the fol- 
lowing home method advocated. by 
Miss Margaret Smith, Health League 
Nutritionist: 

First, the home pasteurizer should 
obtain a heavy aluminum container 
with faucet attached about two inch- 
es from the bottom, Also needed is a 
removable metal rack which should 
clear the bottom of the container by 
about 1% inches, The container 
should be deeper than quart bottles 
which can be used to hold the milk. 

_An armoured thermometer also is 
needed. : 

The filled bottles of milk, with the 
thermometer inserted through the 
cap of one bottle, are placed on the 
rack in the container, in cold water 
about 1 inch from their tops. Heat is 
applied and when the thermometer 
reaches 143°F,, the heat is reduced so 
that the reading remains between 
142° and 145° for 30 minutes, All 
virulent disease germs will then have 
been killed. 

If ice is available, the water should 
be drawn off, a little at a time, and 
the ice added, until the reading is 45°.

Labor Department 
Booklet Rehabilitation 


The booklet, “Dismiss — But What 
of a Job?”, has been prepared to 
Show the facilities afforded through 
the Dominion Department of Labor, 
in connection with rehabilitation of 
ex-servicement and women. Also, the 
book contains a ‘brief outline 6f the 
main legislative changes in wartime 
from the Dominion viewpoint affect 
ing the conditions of employment in 
industy, 

The book will be provided to vo- 
catioal and educational advisers in 
the Armed Services, officers of the 
Depertment of Veterans Affairs and 
Eabor (including the National Em- 
ployment Service) members of com- 
mittees interested in rehabilitation, 
larger employers and trade unions, 


SAID TO BE NEEDLESS 


With the summer vacation season 
upon us, the. Health League of 
Canada points out that many deaths 
from drowning can be prevented— 
first by running no unnecessary 
risks and second by the prompt and 
long-continued use of artificial res- 
piration méthods when accidents oc- 
cur. 

Several years ago there was an 


| intense agitation for more care in 


eee 


rescue efforts, it being. stated that 
victims died because artificial res- 
piration was discontinued too ' soon, 
They died because all necessary ef- 
forts were not made to revive them 
—-becaugse the possibilities of artifi- 
cial respiration still were not fully 
realized, 

There are well-authenticated _ re- 
ports of artificial respiration being 
successful after as many as five 
hours. In cages of electrical shock, at 
least one instance is known of a 
patient being revived after being ap- 
parently dead for eight hours, This 
being true, it is an extraordinary 
thing that reports still come in of 
artificial respiration being discontin- 
ued after a mere half hour of effort. 

It is pointed out that even if the 
vietim has been in the water for as 
long as 30 minutes, there is a chance 
that life is not extinct—that proper 
resuscitation methods have a chance 
of bringing back consciousness. 

Also, it is emphasized, artificial 
respiration must be started as quick- 
ly as possible and continued for a 
long pericd—six hours or longer. It 
is not until rigor mortis sets in that 
life can be assumed to be extinct, 
One of the most documented cases of 
late revival is that of a child, brought 
back to life after five hours’ active 


work and hours after the child had’ 


been pronounced dead. 

It is also important that those 
using artificial respiration be sure 
that air enters the lungs properly 
while they are working on the patient 
There is always a possibility that.a 
spasm of the larynx occurred and 
that the victim: suffocated rather 
than drowned. 

The most popular method of arti- 
ficial respiration is the Schaefer 
méthod, In this, the body is raised 
gently by the waist to allow water 

. 
and others. 

It is felt that the information con- 
tained in the booklet wih w< or value 
to mogt of those who have to do with 
any f the phases of rehabilitation 
problem. 


MANY DEATHS BY DROWNING | to drain from: the Cina and stomach. 


It is then placed in a prone position 
with the head and chest lower than 
the rest, if possible, The head should 
be placed on one side on one of the 
patient's arms. The rescuer ‘kneels 
astride the victim and applies pres- 
gure rhythmically in the region of 
the lungs. If possible, the’ patient 
should be kept warm with blankets 
and hot water hottles. 


Rescuers should remember 
five points: 

1; Clear the patient quickly, 

2, Sthrt artificial respiration with- 
out delay. 

3, Use warmth if possible. 

4. Do not stop artificial respiration 
until the patient breathes or 
there are definite signs of the 
onset of rigor mortis. 

5. After the patient is breathing do 
not allow him to sit up, stand, 
or walk, but transport him in a 
lying down position and put him 
to bed.
